SANTA CLAUS, Ind. (P—Just as 
gift-giving Saint Nick has reputedly 
Swapped his reindeer for a tri-mo- 
tored airplane, his namesake—Santa 
Claus, Ind., a retarded hamlet—has 
gone modern. 

When Christmas rolls around this 
year Postmaster Oscar L. Phillips 
will be able to handle 65,000 pieces 
of mail an hour instead of the for- 
mer capacity of 45,000. Modern elec- 
tricity has been installed in this 
Christmas capital. Phillips now 
drives his electric cancelling ma- 


chine with current. Private and un- : 


dependable electric plants formerly 
operated the machine that 
one of the nation’s most 
postmarks—“Santa Claus.” 
Every year more than _ 1,000,000 
pieces of mail from all over the Eng- 
lish-speaking world are sent throug: 
the tiny postoffice by 
quest of legendary cancellation.

Some of this mail arrives every 
day throughout the year. 

Besides the addition of a power 
plant, Santa Claus has undergone 
other renovation. After 20 years of 
vacancy, the weather-beaten Santa

SACRAMENTO, (iP) — Return 
prosperity by redesigning the Amer- 
ican motor car and double the pro- 
duction of new automobiles, declares 
Victor W. Killick, traffic safety au- 
thority and statistician for the Cal- 
ifornia department of motor ve- 
hicles. 

The growing fear of traffic acci- 
dents and a steady mounting toll 
of deaths and injuries is the chief 
deterrent of new car sales tdoay, 
Killick contends. The only way 
manufacturers can offset this 
trend is to make the cars so safe 
and appealing that sales will jump, 
he said. 

Killick explained that more sales 
of safer cars would boom business, 
lower unemployment, reduce insur- 
ance rates, and benefit the many 
industries that are allied with au- 
tomobiles.

Killick said automotive engineers | 
have patents on many safety fea- 
tures, but each manufacturer is hes- 
itant to risk changing over indi- | 
vidually. Here are a few of the more | 
important features Killick mentions | 
to present a car really safe for the 
driver: 

1. A new theory of “compulsory” | 
instead of “optional” mechanical 
safety to make mistakes impossible. 

2. Better shaping of car body, | 
with curved fronts to avoid head- | 
on accidents, and aid streamlining. | 

3. Changes in corner posts, | 
hoods and seat elevations, to pro- | 
mote better vision for the driver. \ 

4. Motors in the rear. to give 
driver good vision, eliminating the 
carbon monoxide hazard. putting | 
the center of gravity toward the 
rear. 

5. A breaking system to stop car) 
in a third less distance. | 

6. Keeping tail - lights lighted, | 
preferably with indicator on dash, | 
thus avoiding rear-end collisions. 

7. Avoiding headlight glare, |
